Sir: 

I, Peter Bromley, declare and say as follows: 



I am the Peter Bromley who is one of the co -inventors in the subject 
U.S. patent application. I am also The Chief Executive Officer of Gene 
Control S.A., a corporation of Switzerland, which is an assignee of a partial 
interest in the subject U.S. patent application. 

I have personally attempted to obtain the signature of Ms. Anne 
Georgette Cristiane Delachet, guardian of Roxanne Roncucci, a minor heir of 
our deceased co-inventor Romeo Roncucci. 
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In a Decision dated November 28, 2001, the PCT Legal Office stated 

that 

... applicants have not sufficiently established that Ms. Delachet's 
conduct constitutes a refusal to sign the application papers. The 
application papers included a cover letter which requested a response 
by 30 September 2001 (see translation of letter dated 25 September 
2001). The renewed petition was filed on 28 September 2001, before 
the requested response period elapsed and merely two days after the 
apparent receipt of the correspondence. It would be unreasonable to 
conclude that the failure of Ms. Delachet to respond within two days 
constitutes a refusal to sign the application papers. 

In a Decision dated January 11, 2002, the PCT Legal Office stated that 

... applicants have not sufficiently established that Ms. Delachet's 
conduct constitutes a refusal to sign the application papers for the 
reasons set forth in the decision mailed 28 November 200 1 . 
Furthermore, the exceptionally brief four day period in which Ms. 
Delachet was required to respond is deemed inadequate. 

Ms. Delachet received the correspondence containing the application 
papers (including specification, claims, drawings, and oath or declaration) on 
26 September 2001. (See 1 1/28/01 Decision, page 4, first paragraph.) 
Despite my prior attempts to secure her signature - which have been 
documented in previous correspondence with the USPTO - and despite my 
urgent request that she respond to my 25 September 2001 correspondence, 
Ms. Delachet has still, four months later, not signed the documents. 
Further she has clearly told us that she will not sign these patent documents 
for personal reasons.
